As  it  is  generally  admitted  that  a  tree  may  be  | 
known  by  its  fruit,  the  doctrine  of  Universalism  I 
has  been  condemned  as  erroneous  by  its  opposers,  ' 
not  because  it  could  not  be  sustained  by  tlie  cha-  | 
racter  of  God  and  tlie  record  of  his  will,  but  be¬ 
cause  it  does  not  operate  agreeably  to  what  tiicir 
perverted  minds  suppose  to  be  tlie  invariable  eoii- 
seijuence  of  divine  troth.  And  ns  the  mode  of  in¬ 
struction  adopted  by  Universalists,  and  their  argu¬ 
ments,  are  addressed  to  the  judgments,  instead  of 
the  passions  of  their  hearers,  tiiereby  producing 
none  of  those  animal  exeilements,  occasioned  by  j 
preaching  the  endless  wrath  of  God  and  misery  of 
hell,  but  which  have  been  blasiihemously  ascribed 
to  the  Holy  Spirit;  it  is  urged  against  Universal- 
ism,  that  it  is  not  the  doctrine  of  the  Bible.  Why?

man  family-  Sucli  revivals  arc  coiisistonl  with  |j 
Gospel  truth,  and  may  he  «upiiorted  by  sacn  d 
history  ;  bat  the  pojiuiar  exeiicmcnts  of  the  pro-  i 
sent  day  can  claim  no  authority  from  those  sources. 
Hence  the  objection,  that  Uiiiver-salism  does  not 
produce  a  modern  revival,  (which  is  not  unfre-  i 
quently  .a  retrograde  reformation.)  should  be  con-  ^ 
sidered  an  argument  in  its  favor.  That  modern  i| 
revivals  are  beneficial  to  liie  moral  health  of  those  ; 
churches  in  wliieh  lliey  originate,  will  admit  ofi, 
more  than  a  doiil't.  For  one,  I  am  satisfied  that  I 
the  rnortil  character  <yf  those  churches,  where  | 
the  special  infiucnce  of  revival  operations  has  been  | 
felt,  is  very  far  from  Iieing  as  giMjd  as  those  lliat  ! 
are  strangers  to  this  proselyting  policy.  Nor  is ! 
the  influence  less  unluij'py  on  cominunity.  Many  ■ 
who  have  heard  those  sentiments  advanced  which  I 
are  inconsistent  with  tlie  cliaraetcr  of  the  JJeity,  j 
and  repugnant  to  sound  reason,  and  who  have  !

There  has  been  an  immense  ainoniit  of  idle  dcclama- 


But  this  hostility  to  beauty  and  elegance,  to  fancy  and 
accomplishment,  is  os  incoiisLsteiit  with  true  religion  us 
it  is  with  philosophy  and  common  sense.  Let  tis  look  at 
the  real  character  of  works  of  moral  fiction,  and  ascertain 
how  many  kinds  of  writing  are  included  under  this  title. 
It  is  not,  with  any  propriety,  limited  to  novels  and  ro¬ 
mances,  ill  the  common  acceptation  of  the  terms,  hnt 
extends  to  parables,  fables,  pa.storals,  dramatie  piodiie- 
tioiis,  epic  ])oeiiis,  and  all  other  w  hirh  are  not  Fcientilic, 
historical,  biographical,  or  devoted  to  an  uecoiiiu  of  fads 
and  events  as  they  have  actually  happened  in  ihe  course 
of  things.  The  parables  of  llie  Bible  are  heaiitiliil  spe¬ 
cimens  of  works  of  moral  fiction,  and  are  <icsi;;ned  to  il¬ 
lustrate  trulli  ;ind  duly,  as  they  do,  in  a  manlier  wiiicli  is 
more  forcible  tlian  that  of  any  dirct;!  addrtss.  Joiham’s 
Bramble,  Nailiaii’s  Lwe  Lamb,  the  (iood  Haiiiariiuii. 
Dives  and  i.a/.ariis,  tlie  Prodigal  Son,  and  many  olheis, 
might  be  selected  from  the  sacred  Sc  riptnres.  as  liiiioiig 
■  the  most  iuipressive  and  cifiectiial  iiieaiis  of  inj  tructitig 
I  and  elevating  the  hiiiiiaii  mind.  They  are  iiiiai;sweiahle 
;  examples  for  the  jiistilicatioti  of  this  species  of  vvriliiig, 

I  ill  all  ages  and  nations,  if  any  justification  iVoiii  acknow- 
I  lodged  authority  were  wanting.  Tl;o  fables  of  /Lsop, 
j  the  idyls  of  Theocritus  and  Gessner,  the  invented  scenes 
of  Homer  and  Virgil,  the  pastorals  of  aiicioiit  and  mo¬ 
dem  days,  the  Tolemacluis  of  the  pious  I'cnelon,  the 
I’artlieiieid  of  Bagges.-in,  the  I'airy  Uueen  of  Spenser, 
j  the  Utopia  of  Moore,  the  rotinna  of  tie  Staol,  tiie  admi- 
i  rable  jirodiictioiis  of  Miss  Kdgewortli.  ami  the  iiiiriv  ailed 
novels  of  Walter  Scott,  atford  as  hiw  fill  a  kind  of  read¬ 
ing  as  do  the  avowed  works  of  science  and  philosophy, 
or  tlie  pages  of  ethics  and  devotion.  Ueligiun  does  not 
e.xclnsively  consist  in  direct  acts  of  worship,  nordoe.s  in- 
struclion  confine  it.<elf  to  the  sober  forms  of  (li.sciissio!i 
and  argument,  the  severe  and  rigid  apiilicatioii  of  analy¬ 
sis  and  synthesis  to  the  subjects  of  liuinuii  thought. 

It  is  a  miserable  idea  of  poetry,  that  makes  its  essence 
consist  in  deception.  It  is  an  ecpially  miserable  idea  of 
works  of  iiiiagiiiation,  that  deprives  them  of  the  soul  of 
truth,  and  assigns  to  them  the  office  of  deluding  the  mind 
and  the  heart.  The  pleasure  w  hich  is  derived  frein  siieh 
works,  has  its  foundation  in  tiic  best  part  of  the  nature  of 
man.  AV'^cre  it  not  right  and  u.sefiil,  it  would  not  Inive 
been  made  essential  to  the  mind.  Kcligion  itself  calls 
j  out  the  same  sort  of  emotion,  and  carries  our  hopes  and 
I  anticipations  to  a  still  higher  point.  A  state  of  e.xistencc 
I  now  ideal,  hut  which  we  are  able  to  laiicy,  and  v.liicli 
we  love  to  follow  out  into  all  the  r.cees!  ary  details,  is 
presented  to  us  both  in  novels  and  in  scrinoii.s.  A  per¬ 
fection  of  character  which  we  have  not  yet  witnessed,  is 
described  to  us  in  both  kinds  of  works,  and  is  licld  up  a.s 
a  standard  at  which  we  are  bound  to  aim.  We  are,  at 
some  future  period,  to  reach  tins  point  of  perfection,  mid 
to  enjoy  tlii.t  finished  state  of  society.  It  is  absuid  to 
supjiose,  that  our  imagination  can  delineate  a  mode  of 
existence  which  is  superior  to  what  the  Deity  can  actu¬ 
ally  accomplisli.  Who  will  dare  to  say,  that  onr  Maker 
has  given  us  powers  of  conception  beyond  bis  own  ? 
But  if  his  conceptions  are  superior  to  our.*--,  bis  works  must 
be  also,  for  his  plans  are  as  perfectly  nccutnl  as  they  ate 
cmtriccd.  It  is  a  radical  error  in  oi:r  foitli  to  think  that 
reality  must  finally  fall  short  of  imasinaticn.  Ueality  is

all  decorations  of  the  person,  the  amusements  of  dancing 
and  iocial  parties  for  mutual  enteilainnient,  tlie  i>I;iy  of 
wit  and  fancy  in  conversation,  the  eleg.ant  and  refined 
pleasures  of  the  drama,  the  delightful  emotions  darivod 
from  tho  fine  arts,  and  all  tha  charms  of  taste  and  imagi¬ 
nation.  This  war  upon  nature  always  has  been  kept  up,  j 
and  always  will  he,  by  tlie  bigoted,  the  .“iipcrstitious,  the  ‘ 
artificial,  the  morose  and  the  fanatical.  It  is  so  easy  to 
aisapply  tho  fair  inode  of  reasoning  from  the  coii-stitu- 
tion  of  human  nature,  and  to  make  it  justify  vices,  that 
a  considerable  advantage  is  given  to  the  iiiicandid  and 
parvorsa,  when  the  argument  is  addressed  to  n  ti  ibiimil 
which  is  without  talent  and  without  philo.sophicat  discri- 
taination.  There  is  a  sense,  in  which  .all  that  is  natural 
is  right;  and  another,  in  which  a  great  deal  that  is  natii- 
nd  is  wrong.  Weak  or  designing  men  find  no  difficulty 
!■  eonfoiinding  those  two  views  of  what  is  natural,  and 
ia  thus  bringing  both  into  discredit  with  given  sect*  or 
parties.  Abuses  are  subst’tuted  for  uses,  and  all  sink  to¬ 
gether.  A  Quaker  proscribes  poetry,  music  and  coni- 
plAttance,  for  the  same  purposes  that  he  cuts  olT  the  col¬ 
lar  of  bis  coat  and  puts  himself  in  drab.  The  mob  cap 
ol'  the  daughter,  and  the  formal  thee  and  thou,  are  the 
iiwiU  of  tho  same  temper  that  gravely  and  devontly 
(ruufers  the  works  of  moral  fiction  from  the  hands  of  the 
saints  to-  the  eirclea  of  the  depraved  and  tho  heirs  of  per- 
dMoiL.

The  lively  iiitere:.!  excited  by  ti;e  perm-;.!  t  f  well  writ¬ 
ten  l.ook.s  of  moral  fiction,  is  it.'clf  a  hfan;,  ntrd  calkt  fur 
onr  gratitude  in  retiiin  for  the  c onstittilion  of  nctiire,  ky 
'.vhich  we  are  made  capable  of  receiving  tl.ia  plervure. 
Many  per.soiis  seem  to  be  afraid  to  I  e  l.apjiy.  They 
cuiinct  keep  their  conscience.®  at  case,  except  in  a  st.itc 
of  sufTeiing.  ^'l’.ere  is  a  vvickednees  in  i  inITctr  a’.iil  good 
fortune.  A  soft  bed  is  one  of  the  tricks  of  s.atr.n  to  lull 
ti.e  soul  into  a  latid  security.  In  this  mode  of  thinking, 
a  liappy  human  fixe  i;t  a  most  al.-.rming  herrry.  Bf  auti- 
ful  and  sweet  children  are  mtti.k  fiesd.s,  and  have  em¬ 
bryo  claws,  growing  in  sesret  to  tear  out  the  eyes  of  those 
who  love  and  protect  tlicm. 

Follies  of  this  extent  are  capable  of  he  iiig  implanted 
tinder  the  direction  of  an  artificial  cducalirn  in  religion, 
or  that  which  is  called  by  this  sacred  name.  To  have  a 
lively  interest  excited  is  a  good  thing.  Tlx  world  need 
not  he  at  all  frightened  on  this  score.  There  is  no  ne¬ 
cessity  of  putting  Qut  onr  eyes  because  a  bediitiful  land¬ 
scape  is  before  tlwro.  There  is,  after  all,  no  such  terrible 
wickednesa  in  the  prismatic  colors,  and  in  the  pleasues 
they  give.  The  Aiaker  of  beauty  does  not  hate  it;  the 
Author  of  elegance  is  not  shocked  at  it ;  and  the  Painter 
of  the  flowers  of  the  fields  is  no  Quaker  to  censure  them 
for  vanity  and  levity,  and  to  excommunicate  them,  from 


tlie  ranks  of  the  faithful.  There  is  no  more  virtue  in. 
drawing  down  the  coriiers  of  the  mouth,  tlinii  there  is  in 
allowing  them  to  l  iise  up  in  a  smile.  Coarse  linen  has  no 
iiiore  religion  in  it  tiiaii  line.  A  taste  for  iiauscoiis  li- 
qiioi's,  had  music,  hohhliiig  jioetry,  nasal  sounds,  or  hooks 
without  geiiiu.s  and  interest,  is  not  necessary  to  piety, 
iM>r  to  any  of  the  C'liiisliaii  graces.  An  actcnijilished  arid 
elegant  man  may  he  a  taint,  as  well  as  an  awkward  and 
elow  iiish  one.  Vet  this  is  at  times  disputed,  or  appears  to 
he  so.  11,  liowever.  any  reader  insists  upon  L'clicring 
that  tu.®te  am!  ciijoMoriit  are  crimin!!l,  let  liiiii  rtn.ain  in 
his  hoorislir.ess  and  sulVeriiig.  He  is  sei-rr  cly  worth  lie 
pains  lu  ce.=si'.ry  to  his  ccnvcir  ion. 

Works  of  moral  fiction  liuiiish  better  vitvvscf  life  and 
character  than  can  ho  found  in  any  other  Kind  of  willinf. 
lli.-'lory  and  biography  i!ii>-t  he  a  detail  ol'  facts,  hnt  no¬ 
vels,  (  omedies, allegories.  1;  l  lcs.ean  n  al.e  just  ^1uh  |cr- 
sonages  as  the  author  wi  h.i  s,  and  as  hi.--,  elj;  ct  derniinds 
The  events  ir:iy  he  seUcted,  scene.®  may  l;o  iitiagired. 
occasions  iii.ay  he  siimiijoned,  and  eliarai  ters  diawti  out. 
as  the  plan  of  the  work  requires,  remedy  is  a  cure  for 
a  nniliitude  of  follies,  that  no  other  tie.-itim  lit  can  reme¬ 
dy.  Hidicnie  is  sometimes  the  best  of  all  wenjicm*,  and 
is  an  admirahle  means  of  diseriiinnation  hetween  trntli 
and  falsehood,  riuperstiliou  is  sure  of  being  lavf;htd 
down,  where  argnnient  would  be  hiell'ectnal.  Inuiime. 
lable  are  the  defects  of  temper  and  of  life,  which  an  apo¬ 
logue  or  a  story  would  far  more  succe«s1iilly  attack  than 
a  sermon  would.  Both  kinds  of  influence  are  good  ia 
their  places. 

When  it  is  said  that  false  representations  of  linmaii  na¬ 
ture  are  draw  ii  out  in  works  of  moral  flctioii,  it  is  not 
true  of  the  majority  of  tlicm,  at  least  cf  ll;e  majority  of 
those  whith  are  read  by  intelligent  persons.  The  Lool.g 
of  tliiscliaracter,  v'liicli  are  nowtflfertd  to  the  world,  ais 
reinarkuble  for  holding  the  mirror  up  to  nature.  One  of 
tli('  most  decided  advantages  of  modoiii  literature  over 
ancient,  is  the  improved  foini  of  novels,  niid  the  aL’niira- 
hlo  fidelity  of  our  good  comedies  to  the  actual  state  cf 
society  and  to  the  variety  of  characters  and  manners- 
A  diseriminatiiig  reader  of  these  classes  of  prcductions 
I'roiii  the  difl'ereiit  countries  of  Kurope,  may  acquire  a 
wonderl'ully  nceiirale  knowledge  of  maniicrs,  customs, 
modes  of  thinking,  virtues,  vices,  and  peculiarities,  witl». 
out  the  expense  of  tr.avelliiig.  Indeed,  if  anytliing  can 
supercede  the  necessity  of  travelling  for  the  purpose  cf 
liberalizing  the  mind,  it  is  this  sort  of  rea:  onmg.  Tks 
preset iptioii,  which  1  would  ofl’er  to  the  prejudiced,  ths 
narrow,  the  super.stiiioiis,  the  formal  and  the  tedious,  to 
cure  their  faults,  would  be,  next  to  travelling,  that  of 
leading  good  novels,  good  comedies  and  good  satires. 
Nciisen.se  and  artifice  cannot  stand  against  such  a  reme¬ 
dy,  if  it  he  followed  uj>  with  perse  vet  nrice.  The  dis¬ 
guises  which  patients  of  this  description  put  tn,  and  by 
vvhic  li  they  are  kept  frc:ni  aknov\iitlgo  cf  themselves, 
are  stripped  ofl".  and  their  di.«-.eases  of  rliaracter  are  brought 
out  in  .symptoms  that  cannot  ho  miitidion.  A  selfish  for¬ 
malist,  a  perven  e  re!igioi;i;-t,  a  ranting  hypocrite,  mild 
not  read  :i  series  of  such  comedies  as  the  Tarliifre  of 
.'loliere,  without  eocn  hccomiiig  ccnvnlesccnt.  (iuixot- 
iriii  wa.®  not  more  sr.cceaifiiliy  assailed  by  Cci  vanics,  than 
Cameroniaiiisni  is  by  tb.a  author  of  Wavorly.  How  ad¬
